All kinds ' ^ 
apparel and bed clothcs be fo often wafned 
as to preferve them fwcet ; and even out- 
fide garments want walking, and in time 
they become fouled withperfpiration.

-tuft, 
cleanliness* 
A ll the rooms in toe dwell- 
ing-houfes mud be daily aired, during the 
warm fcafon, by opening the doors and win­ 
dows ; lodging rooms fhouid admit a cur­ 
rent of air, and in the morning as Coon as 
the people are up, the windows mud be 
opened, the beds and covering will be well 
aired ; the apartments in the houfe kept 
clean, and the plaftered walis and ceilings 
white wafhed every iummer. 
A il kinds 
apparel and bed clothes be fo often wafhed 
as to preferve them Tweet ; and even out­ 
ride garments want walking, and in time 
thev become fouled with perspiration. 
Dur­ 
ing the warm feafon, the whole furfacc of 
the (kin fhouid be wafhed, 
two or three 
times a week (early in the morning as loon 
as out of bed) in cold water (by habit this 
will foon become a luxury) w here proper 
cold baths cannot be had,a bowl ot watei in 
the chamber with a fpunge or cloth may an- 
fwer thepurpoie. (The head when kept clean 
by often combing, and waffling with cdld wa­ 
ter feldom has any dilordcr.) 
Cellars require 
attention, as many of them fuftei*d to re­ 
main filthy from year to year, t y the rotten 
wood, vegetables and dirt which is collected 
in them, and the foul air is rendered e x ­ 
tremely pernicious by its confinement, as 
many cellars have no open windows, hence 
they are a fourth of difca.e, not only the 
perlbns who go into them breathe in the 
corrupted effluvia, but every time the cella, 
door is ope iud a Bream of it p&iies into tile 
boule ; to prevent thefe evils the cellars 
mull be often cleaned, and in tbs warm fea- 
fon, north windows (bauld be kept open and 
admit a current ol pure air. 
I de filter, ann 
lanes mull be kept clean, aud what is oi 
much more importance, the back virus mud 
be carefully preserved clean, no dead water 
or muddy finks (hould remain in them, theie 
are great corruptor:* ut the air, and being lo 
near the houle the pernicious c Iiiuvia pubes 
into it, aud is relpired by the inhabitants.— 
Vaults are greatly injurious 
uni-Ii funk 
deep, covered d o le, aud fdrroiinded with 
t iecs and grais ; thcfe therefore iiiould be 
cultivated as much as p o d hie iu back yards 
by the fides of ttreets and lanes, and in eve­ 
ry part oi the city. 
W hen the numerous 
caules that are 
in conttant operation in 
popular towns to corrupt the air, aud injure 
the water, it w ill not be difficult to account 
for the prevalence of fickneis iii them dar­ 
ing the warm ieafun, when the heat ut the 
fun converts the putrid fubftanccs into active 
po’.fon?, and which enter into the lungs and 
the ellen ti a1 parts of the human iyllciu---- 
Hence we often fee that whilft the weft 
dreadful morality rages lathe city, the coun­ 
try round it is perfectly healthful \ the dif­ 


f e r e n c e m the air and water, mull he the 
great caufe. 
Nothing can be more evident 
to every rrfle&iitg psrfori than that pure air 
and good water, arc vary important to the 
nrefervation of health iii town and country, 
and in no part o f the world are the people 
long lived ana loathful, where either o f 
them is wanting. 
A* the experience 
of 
ages have proved that the well water in cities 
grows worlc bv the accumulation oi the tilth 
and putrecent matter, which air locked into 
the earth by the rains ; in Europe and in 
A ha no expellee bis bec a Ipared to Ripply 
the cities with pure water from firings at 
diftant fountains; it being obvious to all 
perfons, t f at as this element enters into all 
i our diet, it mu ft eiTuiitnlly e fleck the whole 
fyftem, and consequently he iii the highclt 
degree interfiling. 
Nor <s its importance 
in ford and drink all ; pare water contri­ 
butes greatly to health by daily wattling in 
it, as the pores of the (kin abforb a part of 
every element that comes iii c o il\ tt, and 
when tile whole f rface is wa'he I, the 
mud be grea*. 'I his is made evident by its 
effe A upon cloti.es ; linen wattled in com­ 
mon cittern water will not imeil Tweet, like 
that wafhed in pure watt t \ 
he acc it is ob­ 


vious that tuch water ii unwholfome for tbs 
purpoG* 0f wattling, as the clothes wilt con­ 
vey to the (kin an unhealthful effluvia, part 
of which will be abforbed. 
This fubjeft re­ 
quires particular attention from 
thofc of 
feeble or delicate conftitutions, and from all 
who let an high value upon health. 
Neither 
air H 'r Mater, nor any fluid or iubftaocc that 
is impure, Ii iou Id touch tile human fyftem ;

be received by contact. 
Citterns are the com mon relerviors in our 
large towns and cities, for water to wadi 
clothes w ith ; thefc 
are filled by the rain 
water conducted from the tops of he.u(es, 
which carries into the cittern the dirt col­ 
lected on them, as ft agitant water loon be­ 
comes foul, that confined in citterns is pe­ 
culiarly fo from the mixture o f rotting iub- 
flances, and the old water winch remains 
from month to month, a', the cittern 15 fel- 
dom quite emptied ; who can doubt that 
clothes wattled in iuch water are unhealth­ 
ful ? for, as before obferved, clothes wattled 
in fuch water will not fine ll Tweet, nor will 
they be white as ii wattled in pure water, 
this is another evidence o f its impurity.__ 
Experience has evinced 
in tile old coun~ 
tries, that fines great attention has been 
paid to this fubjedl, and their cities fupplied 
w»th good water, they have been lek a flitt­ 
ed with fatal ficknefs, 
i He peftilential levers which have been 
fokdettroying in fomc populous towns in this 
country ought to excite an univerfal in­ 
quiry for the bott means o f fecurity ; no 
time fhouid be loft, the wa, rn fcafon will 
return before you are prepared for it. 
A ll 
the means recommended, are in the power 
of the citizens, if the wealthy will lend a 
little! atli fiance. 
Indeed the expence is no 
obje&ion, as it would be many times favrd, 
in time and in the expence of sickness 
fides the higher tone of vigour and fupcrior 
enjoyment of life which good health im­ 
parts to the pods. (Tor. 
The more the properties o f the all-pervad­ 
ing elements of air and water are underfloor! 
the more interefting will this lubjeCl appear 
— In ail countries that ara generally health­ 
f u l ti c e are particular fixations which 
ate always fickly at fomc Ce aion a of the year, 
thefe are lands where the air is moll con­ 
fined, and where the water is ((agnate or has 
Tome heterogeneous mixture ; we therefore 
fee in fame parts of this countiy which arc 
in genci a1 remarkably healthful that in par­ 
ticular places the inhabitants aie fubjc^l to 
agues, putrid fevers, and a general ill i u b it ; 
thefe ctfrdts are fuffieient drir.onltratic.ns in 
point. 
It is greatly to be willied that the 
American philofophersand phyliciar.* might 
turn their inquiries more to this very inter, 
riling lubjecl, as there Teems no room to 
doubt but numerous maladies might be cu- 
rrdby a change oi air and water ; and that 
different coufLtutions and habits, lecture 
different elements, that fuiting thefe to the 
natural coujtitution and particular habit, is 
in many cafes 
only passible way lo en­ 
joy health.

ftances of longevity are feen in every coun­
